IMARA a new force is born 

■die. 


For the first time In 
the history of California, 
an organization has been 
established that has as its 
primary purpose the bett¬ 
erment of people of Mex¬ 
ican ancestry through po¬ 
litical action. 

In an oil day State 
wide convention held In 
Fresno on April 23, 138 

registered delegates from 
all over California, including a very strong represen¬ 
tative group from San Jose, formally established the 
Mexican American Political Association, MAPA. 

City Councilman and former candidate for Lieut¬ 
enant Governor Edward Roybal of Los Angeles was 
elected State President. Attorney Jose Hector Mor¬ 
eno was named Vice President, Juan Asevedo, State 
Board member of the California Youth Authority, was 
elected Secretary and Julius Castelan, a civil engin¬ 
eer from San Francisco was named Treasurer. 

In addition to state-wide offices, directing off¬ 
icers from both the northern and southern section of 
California were also elected. Attorney Henry P. Lo¬ 
pez, the 1958 Democratic nominee for Secretary of 
State, was named Southern Director with Agustín Fl¬ 
ores of Riverside as his Vice Director. 

In the north, Andrew J. Barrigón, of Sacramento 
a Staff Consultant to the State Legislature's joint 


committee on Legislative Organization, was elected 
northern director and Attorney Louis Garcia of San 
Francisco as his Vice Director. 

Louis Hevla, well known local businessman and 
civic leader, was named Congressional Director of the 
10th Congressional District. 

One of the first objectives of this new organiza¬ 
tion will be the election and appointment to public 
office of Mexican Americans and others sympathetic 
to their alms. It will also recommend Increased act¬ 
ivity and participation In all legal political parties, 
labor groups and civic organizations by: (I) seeking 
election or appointment to the Central Committee of 
both the Democratic and Republican Parties; (2) join¬ 
ing political clubs; (3) seeking office or committee 
appointments in labor and civic organizations. 

\ " Lack of political cohesion and unity, “ Attorney 

Jose Hector Moreno pointed out, “within the Mexi¬ 
can American communities and between Mexican Am¬ 
erican voters has been the reason for the almost com¬ 
plete lack of Mexican American legislators, judges, 
commissioners, etc. etc. We hope that through MAPA 
we will be able to remedy this lack of recognition 
and respect for our people. “ 

Louis Hevla, local Congressional Director, has 
initiated a strong campaign to recruit members locally. 

With enthusiasm running high, he has Indicated that 
he is sure that we will have a very strong local or¬ 
ganization within the very near future. 

Among those local representatives who attended 
the convention and whose united participation con¬ 
tributed greatly to the success of the same were Alvin 1 

Valadez, Friday Aguilera, Rudy Belloumini, William 
Townsend, Anthony Martinez, Luis Juarez, Candy [ 

Veliz, Bart Cortez, and several others.

Three City of San Jose policemen, one Santa Cl¬ 
ara County probation officer, a number of other int¬ 
erested adults, and a group of hard working boys In 
the 9-18 age bracket are presently In the process of 
showing what can be accomplished when a group of 
civic minded men get together with boys whose efforts 
are channeled into something CONSTRUCTIVE Instead 
of destructive. 

The officers are Ernest Vasquez, Dan Campos, 
and Jack Leavey; the probation officer is gray haired 
Frank James who bears a very striking resemblance to 
USC Athletic Director Jess Hill, and their assistants 
are Sal Ramirez, John Ramirez, Louis Mosqueda, 
Gene Avila, and Ray O 1 Bieme, all men who are ded¬ 
icated to helping the youngsters of the east side. 

That was the thought in mind when Mr. Vasquez, 
Campos, and Leavey approached Sister Maria Jose 
Bravo and Father Donald McDonald over seven months 
ago and told them of their idea of starting a youth 
organization where It was most needed, on the east 
side. Sister Bravo and Father McDonald were over¬ 
joyed that someone, finally, was going to do some¬ 
thing for the young men of their parish. 

Four weeks later, the first meeting was held and 
10 boys showed up to see what this EASTSIDE BOYS 
CLUB noise was all about. They found a group of 
men who were willing and able to work hard to see 
t that the project was an immediate success. 

After the first meeting the number of boys who 
made their way to the youth center on Thursday nights 
and Saturday mornings increased rapidly. Approxim¬ 
ately 55 boys are in the program now and more are 
joining every week. 

The boys were allowed to nominate and elect off¬ 
icers and chose Romero Reyes, a husky 16 year old 
student at James Lick High School to lead them. Sec¬ 
retary Bob Wilson, Sergeant at Arms Ronnie Zarate, 
and Chaplain Mel Santiago are the other officers.

FOUR RULES OF CONDUCT were established by 
the boys. They are: 

1. NO SMOKING. 

2. NO DRINKING. 

3. NO PROFANITY. 

4. NO ACTION UNBECOMING A MEMBER. 

A Disciplinary Board was set up consisting of three 
boys whose duty Is to "dish out" punishment to the 
delinquent members. Punishment consists of cutting 
weeds around the baseball field, cleaning up around 
the buildings, sweeping off the basketball courts, and 
for the more serious Infractions, suspension from the 
Eastside Boys Club. 

The club emblem, an inverted red triangle with 
three stars and a white dove of peace in the center, 
was designed and drawn by Pete Salazar, a 16 year 
old freshman at Lick High School. The club colors 
are Red, White, & Blue. 

Week day recreational activities are offered be¬ 
ginning at 4:00 P.M. and ceasing at dusk.
